RICE! I N MACEDONIA 

The farmers of Kacani produce 807. of Yugoslavia's rice 
oroduction. Rice is cultivated in many parts of the world and 
is the diet of many people of the world, and is, after cereals, 
one of the aost wide spread crops, It is a delicate plant which 
depends so much on climate conditions. It depends so such on 
the aaount of water available at the prooer tines. Most of the 
tine conditions are good for this plant in eastern Macedonia, 
but during dry spells the outout falls below nornal. 

How rice case to be grown in Macedonia has been speculated 
about and several stories have been put forth. One is that it 
was brought to the area in the 4th century, or that Alexander 
the Great brought it in on one of his campaigns. Today, lany 
believe it was brought in the 15th century and was isported from 
Europe who in turn imported it from Spain. So it has been 
cultivated in Macedonia for five hundred years and has becone a 
staple crop of this region. 

In 196? the area used for rice growing was greatly expanded 
by a ®an-made irrigation system bringing in water froa the 
Bregainica River. An artificial lake was created which provides 
sufficient water so that more land can be brought under 
cultivation, However, Yugoslavia's need for rice is far greater 
than that produced in these fields and even if acreage is 
expanded, the country aust import rice to fill their needs. 

Today only 60 kilograas of rice is obtained froa 100 K. of 
unprocessed rice. The construction of new processing plants 
will cut the waste to 20’L There will be fewer broken grains 
and the rice will contain the full vitamin value, and reach 
market with less moisture content. All of this will help the 
rice farmers improve their living standards. 

Probably there will be an increase in population in this 
area by providing more jobs in the construction and aaintenance 
of new processing plants. Kosaru seems to have a good future in 
rice growing and will carry on its five hundred year tradition.

LEPENSKI VIR - 
PRE-HISTORIC 
LIFE AND ART 

by Milica Knezevic 

An exhibition entitled „The An of 
Lepenski Vir" will soon be shown in 
Belgium and Great Britain. It contains 
100 sculptures dating back to the 
mesolith which were discovered on 
the banks of the Danube near the 
Romanian border. These are the oldest 
monumental stone sculptures taking 
the form of human heads and figures 
ever to have been discovered. 

These exibits, which are now being 
shown in Belgrade, date back to 
between 7 000 and 6 000 BC. Lepenski 
Vir is the most ancient organised 
human settlement to have been 
discovered in Europe. 

Pebble sculptures 

The sculptures on display are carved 
from large river pebbles and most 
frequently take the form of fish-like 
human heads, deer, fish and other

animals. Such sculptures were 
considered sacred and placed by the 
hearth from generation to generation. 
The pebbles found in the Danube held 
special significance for all members of 
the community and were believed to 
link them during their lives and after 
their deaths with the basic eternal 
elements of their environment — with 
water and stone. 

Yugoslav archeologists are of the 


opinion that the inhabitants of 
Lepenski Vir believed that these large 
pebbles were the source of all life. The 
other main elements for those 
pre-historic inhabitants were the same 
as in other non-productive economies 

— water, stone, fire, fish, game. 

The culture of Lepenski Vir evolved 
over a long period of time. It can be 
seen that systematic knowledge 
existed, that nature was examined and 
specific types of plants and animals 
were selected and purposefully 
developed. Many objects have been 
found in Lepenski Vir which show 
enigmatic engravings, markings 
ressembling the coordinate system, 
letters and numbers, and drawings of 
the surrounding countryside. They 
have not yet been deciphered. 

Seven pre-historic 
settlements 

The news that a pre-historic 
settlement dating back 8 000 years 
had been discovered in Yugoslavia on 
the banks of the Danube was greeted 
as a sensation throughout the world 
sixteen years ago. The site was given 
the name Lepenski Vir. 

Professor Dragoslav Srejovic and a 
group of archeologists discovered 
seven pre-historic settlements in 1967 

— these settlements built over a long 
period of time, were inhabited by 
farmers, herdsmen, fishermen and 
hunters. 

Numerous dwellings, graves which 
bear witness to strange burial rituals, 
stone and bone tools, personal 
adornments and monumental stone 
sculptures have been discovered. 

The remains have been found of 69 
trapezoidal dwellings in the centre of 
which there are square hearths built 
from slabs and blocks. The floors are 
of red clay which is similar to mortar 
in consistency. It is still not known 
how the inhabitants of Lepenski Vir 
made the floors of their dwellings. The 
houses resembled tents made of 
wood, leather and reeds, which bear 
signs of having had some kind of 
rafters. Each dwelling has an area for 
habitation and an area for magic and 
ritual. 

In all the phases of Lepenski vir the 
dead were buried in the settlement 
complex, around hearths and under 
thresholds. Not everyone was buried 
in these spots, however, only a 
number of selected members. It 
remains a secret as to where the other 
inhabitants were buried. 

The discovery of Lepenski Vir is of 
great importance for the study of 
pre-history. The Lepenski Vir culture 
had its origins at the time of 
disintegration of the hunting and food 
gathering economy and represents the 
birth of a new world with a productive 
economy. 

With this discovery, Yugoslav 
archeologists put back the date of the 
origin of the European civilisation by a 
number of centuries

Ivanovic means the son of John or 
Johnson. Ivanovic name variations 
would Include Ivanlc, Ivancic, Ivancan, 
Ivancek, lvancevlc, Ivanisevic, Ivanko 
and Ivankovic plus many others. 

The Ivanovic was a count with 
origins at Hercegnovl In the Kotor with 
other branches at Makarska recorded 
between 1477-1499 In Dalmatia. King 
Leopold also granted arms to Frane 
Ivanovic of Vlrovltlca and Pozega on 
Aug. 4,1687 In Vienna. Another branch 
originated In Zvonlgrad, Bosnia and 
was related to the clans of Mlrkovlc, 
Alacevlc, Ivellc, Kurkuti and Tadic. 
These clans moved out at the fall of 
Bosnia. 

The largest groups of Ivanovic lived 
in Aljmas, Baranjsko Petrovo Selo, 
Brcevac, Bukovica, Cepln, Donja Obri- 
Jez, Gorican, Krstatlce, Mandlc Selo, 
Slavonska Pozega, Split, Strasnlk, 
Sutlvan, Tovarnlk and Zagreb. 

Colors of Arms are gold for the dots, 
silver for the white, blue for the hori¬ 
zontal lines and red for the vertlcle 
lines.

2 tsp. vanilla 

1 c. chopped nuts 


Chop up apples fine, add eggs and with electric mixer 
beat well.

Add vanilla 
and chopped nuts blending all ingredients thoroughly. Grease 
and flour an angel food cake pan or 2 small loaf pans and bake 
at 350 degrees for 1 hour.

2 c. powdered sugar 3 Tbsp. hot lemon juice 

Sift the powdered sugar and add the hot lemon juice. 
Mix well and pour over cake when warm.

THE 

TETOVO MAENAD

The town of Tetovo, Macedonia is known in 
the international archeological world for a stall 
statue dating froa the third century B.C.. It 
was discovered bv accident in a burial vault on 
the outskirts of Tetovo when an old house was 
being detolished to take way for a new building. 

A few narble slabs, part of the old toib, were 
unearthed. It is said that the older inhabitants 
of the town knew of the toab which had been 
ooened a centurv before. At the first digging 
certain objects (valuable?) were taken to 
Constantinople and orobablv the stall statue was 
left unnoticed. 

The Maenad was a stall bronze figurine about 
nine inches high of a dancing feaale. In Greek 
and Rotan svthology, the Haenads were fetale 
devotees of Dionysus or Bacchus, the god of wine * 
Mho roated the forests and mountains dressed in 
ivv and anirial skins waving a staff headed by a 
pine cone or a bunch of vines with berries or 
grapes. Thev danced to wild ausic and becate so 
frenzied that thev could tear wild anitals apart 
with bare hands. The figurine Has exhibited in 
Pans in 1971 in an exhibit entitled “Art on 
Yugoslav Soil since Prehistory to the Present 1 . 
Experts at the exhibit thought it was one of the 
lovliest sculpture in the exhibit. 

It is now in the Archeological Nuseua at 
Skopje, due to the work of archeologist Prof. 
Svetozar Radocic who recognized its worth and 
bought it froa the owners of the house on behalf 
of the Museum. On vour next trip to Skopje, if 
vou wish to visit the auseua, vou can see it.
